The Holy Spirit is alive and well. Several of the young people who were 
confirmed last Sunday said that it was such a powerful experience for them. 
You could see it in their faces after Mass. Some of them described the 
power of the Sacrament to parents or friends. Others who attended 
Confirmation also commented on how prayerful it was. One young person 
who was not confirmed spoke to me about how much she felt the Holy 
Spirit at Mass. 

What is the reason for such a Spirit-filled experience? There are several 
factors. First, the Bishop is a successor to the apostles. Christ gave them the 
authority to pass on the Holy Spirit. He brings a special gift of God's 
presence to us. But it's much more than the Bishop. The people who 
gathered for the Mass are people of faith. They are great pray-ers. Prayer is 
powerful when the Church gathers around its Bishop or priest who stands 
in the place of Christ. 

The Word and the Holy Eucharist are so potent. When we come with hearts 
open to the Scriptures and hungry for the Bread of Life, we will be filled 
with grace. The young people who were confirmed came with clean hearts. 
In order to prepare for Confirmation, many of them chose to receive the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation at 2:30 PM last Sunday afternoon. We offered 
that opportunity to them, and they willingly agreed to participate. We are 
blessed with young people who are genuinely seeking to live their faith. 

The music of the liturgy is another important carrier of the Holy Spirit. 
Recently, someone told me that she often experiences God in the music at 
Mass. It speaks to our hearts. This parish sings well. The song leaders do 
an excellent job. However, there are some who would say, "1 can't sing. So I 
don't try to sing along." If you are one of those people, please consider 
opening the songbook and following along with the words. Normally, the 
songs are based on the Scriptures. They are prayers meant for the entire 
congregation to pray as one. 

The Spirit is alive and well. in our Bishop, in those devoted to leading 

music, in the young people, in the whole praying congregation, in the Word 
and the Eucharist. Have you thought about how pervasive the movement 
of the Spirit is in us? As you gather for Mass, or in your daily work, you 
might reflect on how God is constantly moving in your heart.
